REPARATIONS for the race com- 
menced immediately.

much reason—to hope that the problem of 
partition might be solved by the exercise 
of similar good-will on both sides; 
certainly the prospects of a friendly 
approach to Northern Ireland, via Great 
Britain, were fairer than they had been 
| since the outbreak of the economic war. 
Much of this new spirit of mutual kind- 
ness has been impaired during the past 
year by the excesses of a misguided 
i minority. It would be foolish to deny 
that the bombings in England have done 
grave harm to Irish prestige. They have 
hardened the heart of the average English- 
man, who, with very human lack of reason, 
tends to judge the attitude of the whole 
Irish people by the conduct of these few 
extremists. Can we be surprised that the 
Taoiseach spoke with some bitterness in 
Cavan ? 

We must face the fact that these 
excesses have strengthened the “' parti- 
tionist ’’ hand. They are condemned by 
hundreds of thousands of Northern 
citizens, and they have. provided Viscount 
Craigavon with a useful argument for his 
policy of aloofness. We must face the 
fact, too, that the twenty-six counties’ 
decision to maintain neutrality in the 
European war involved a certain risk. In 
all the circumstances, it was the only 
possible policy for this State, but, to some 
extent, it was bound to strengthen. the 
barrier between North and South. Two 
new Northern prejudices, in a sentence, 
must be dissipated before the day of re- 
union dawns. -The North must be 
persuaded that the neutrality of the 
twenty-six counties is hot dictated by 
hostility to Great Britain, and that the 
bombings are not an expression of even a 
substantial bulk of Southern opinion. 
Because we believe that nothing matters 
so much to this nation .as the reunion of 
its two elements, we regret that so many 
public bodies throughout .the twenty-six 
counties have spoken with old-fashioned 
bitterness against the executions in 
Birmingham. Every decent citizen hoped 
that the British Government would show 
clemency to the two condemned. men—we 
ourselves joined in the appeal for a 
merciful gesture—but the British Govern- 
ment’s refusal to be persuaded affords no 
reason why. relations between the two 
G pacino should be poisoned—perhaps, for 
years. Strained relations, a sense of 
grievance, between the twenty-six ‘counties 
and England can do nothing but harm. 
If it is true that this country’s chief ambi- 
tion is reunion with the North, it would 
be mad to alienate Northern opinion even 
further by a new breach with Great 
Britain. It is not so, but by the fostering 
of good-will, that the widening gulf 
between the six counties and the twenty- 
six can be narrowed.

would lose the war, he pointed out that 
if she did not maintain her export trade 
she was just as sure to lose. Some months 
ago the question was whether people 
should spend more to keep the wheels of 
industry. turning, or whether they should 
spend less and lend their savings to the 
Government. ‘The latter course, however, 
has been chosen. The whole energies of 
the British people are being concentrated 
on the production of goods for the foreign 
markets instead of supplying the home 
demand. By this means the national 
income will be maintained, and those 
goods that are sold abroad will provide the 
money. forraw materials, munitions, food 
and other essentials for the war machine. 
Sir John Simon preaches economy in all 
things as the main solution to England’s 
problems. With so huge a diversion of 
man-power there must be strict economy 
of labour, and -to reduce the home con- 
sumption of all goods to the necessary 
minimum the Government proposes, not 
only to ration, but to restrict, or prohibit, 
all imports that do not contribute to the 
war needs,” There is no form of. saving 
in Great ‘Britain which will yield greater 
returns, which will bring swifter results, 
than economy in imported foods; for 
purchases of foodstuffs from abroad have 
been for many years the heaviest item of 
the country’s foreign spendings. Sir John 
Simon urges the people, therefore, to be 
ingenious in supplying their tables. A 
veritable ‘host of regulations have been, 
and are being, drawn up to control every 
force in national life, and to direct them 
into the single purpose of winning the 
war; Great Britain is attacking this war 
with a cold resolution and a rigid sense of 
method that she never before has 
displayed. Every man has turned his 
individual eyes and his steps resolutely 
towards the same goal; and, unlike any 
war in the past, the civilian population 
is demanded tó play a part that is no less 
important than that of the fighting 
forces.

Maize Shipments 


It has become known that the authorities 
now are acting with celerity in regard | 
maize shipments, and the situation in 
connection with the feeding of animals is 
becoming somewhat better. In the course 
of the past three weeks world shipmenis 
of maize have been abott 400,000 quarters 
higher than in the corresponding three 
weeks of last year. This is notable, 
since the outbreak of war shipments of 
maize have been running every week at 
about 200,000 quarters below the corre- 
sponding weeks of last year. At the be- 
ginning of September the shipments of 
maize since the commencement of the 
present season were fewer by 5,000,000 
quarters than in the corresponding period, 
and by the middle of January shipment< 
were 10,000,000 quarters smaller than they 
were a year ago. A result of the bigger 
movement of the past few weeks has been 
a reduction to 9,000,000 quarters. The 
United States are sending a bigger volume 
of maize, and the indications are that the 
Argentine maize crop may be a record ol 
As the demand for maize from neutr: 
countries is likely to be com rw 
small, the price, therefore, should remain 
in the buyers’ favour.

Captain Eoghan Massey, a Waterford man, 
was the commander of the vessel, this being 
his first voyage in that capacity. The vessel 
did not return when expected, but three years 
elapsed before hope was abandoned. One 
mam, however, did not lose hope. Captain 
Tracy, who had formerly commanded the 
ship, proclaimed in the streets of Dublin and 
Waterford his confidence in the ship and its 
new captain, and the fact that it would 
return. As a result of the old captain’s talk 
the insurers at first would not pay; arbitra- 
tion was demanded, and the owners were duly 
compensated for the loss of the ship. Then, 
after five years, in 1700, the Ouzel came back, 
causing amazing scenes of celebration in the 
city, especially among the relatives of the 
long-lost crew,

the ship’s hold, belonged. The case dragged 
on for almost five years, until, no conclusion 
having been reached, the merchants lost 
patience with the law, and took matters into 
their own hands. An arbitration t:ibunal 
was set up, by which it was decided that 
the funds arising from the pirates’ ‘oot 
should. be used for the relief of impoverished 
merchants; that they should also form them- 
selves into a permanent arbitration board for 
— disputes, and, incidentally, a dining 
ub. 


SOCIETY’S INFLUENCE 


This society, which they called The Ouzel 

Galley Society, had very great influence in 
the city, as. shown by the fact that they 
had much to do with the building of the 
Royal Exchange, the Commercial Buildings, 
and the- forming of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, They showed their influence in politics 
by ‘their unanimous support of Grattan. 
_ The society decayed owing to the changes 
in the 19th century in the purpose of com- 
mercial life. Its existence was ‘terminated in 
1888 in the Chancery Division of the Four 
Couts, Dublin. The final allocation of its 
funds then remaining, to various Dublin '.os- 
pitals, took place in 1889. There were £3.500 
in ó per, cent. stock and £50 in cash. The 
serious. work. whith the society did was indi- 
cated by’ the record of 364 awards between 
1799 and 1869. . 

A big -attendance at. the lecture included 
a number of prominent members of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

the size of billiard 

The clockworks is composed éf an electric. 
ally-driven master clock, which gives minute 
impulses to a device which, through various 
transmissions, turns the hands one mimute 
ahead at a time. The shaft for this works 
runs inside the main shaft. The neon tubes, 
which have a diameter of 22mm, and the 
transformers are connected according to the 
Asea-Technique system, which enables the 
light strength to -be regulated from the 
motor room. 

Through this neon clock the old Stockholin 
Telephone Tower, which no longer is used for 
its original purpose, has been crowned with 
an attractive and useful sign, which serves 
the double aim of showing the Stockholmers 
the right time and the foreigners the way 
to Scandinavia’s. largest department store-
